world. With his California experience, Mr. Wrigley can take any 
lake country in our Brainerd I^ake Region and with such natural 
resources at hand, make of any location he selects a wonder spot 
of the world, an attraction for tourists. 
We take this from United Press reports: “ For the first time 
California is forced to face competition for the nation’s tourist 
trade” said B. M. Rastall, head of “Californians Incorporated,” the 
central and northern California booster institution. “We have not 
noticed the effect of this competition yet. 
This sum m er’s tourist 
traffic was 25 per cent higher than last year’s and came up to our 
best year, 1923. 
But we are awake to the need of bigger efforts.”

They don’t know whether he is a big man, or whether he has been 
favored with the gods with a great run of luck. 
William Allen White, the Kansas inconoclast, who is obsessed 
with the stunt of saying something sensational, writes that the 
president is a “second rater, with an economy complex.” Stearns 
of Boston is certain that he is one of the world’s most able indi­ 
viduals. 
Men who have met and studied the chief executive from close 
range are divided in their opinions. 
However, all admit that he has a way of getting things done, 
that he does some serious thinking and no useless talking, that 
when he calls in conference men in any line his questions show 
that he is seeking information with an open mind, and that he has 
a clear idea of what he is after. It is very generally agreed that 
he is honest, has plenty of courage, and when he speaks he does it 
in an understanding way, without a confusing web of words—but 
goes straight ahead in concise Yankee directness. 
After all, what is greatness? Is it the great man with over­ 
hanging brow, who gives utterance to ponderous and bewildering 
sentences—or is it the individual whose efforts are crowned with 
accomplishments ? 
When Jim Hill was unloading freight from a river steamer 
he was considered just an ordinary workman. When he, through 
years of labor, built a great system of railroads and managed it on 
a dividend paying basis, he become known as the world’s great 
constructive transportation captain. 
A few years ago Henry Ford was known down in Detroit as a 
pest and a nuisance. Today he is acknowledged to be a wizard in 
industry and finance. On the witness stand he proved to be a good 
deal of a dub. 
There are long lists of people who rose from the ranks, just 
of the common lot, but who outclassed their fellows in achieve­ 
ments. 
Gen. U. S. Grant was pretty much of failure—until he was 
given command of the Union forces, and won great victories, and 
became one of the world’s efficient military men. Yet he was not 
rated highly as president, and in business matters he was the vic­ 
tim of friends, and only his honesty and his heroic struggle in the 
face of great physical suffering, when he knew he was facing 
death, won back the warm-hearted confidence of the multitude. 
Lincoln is rated as one of the great of earth—but had the 
Union forces been defeated, and this nation cut in twain, he would 
have been considered a kindly man, whose pathway was beset with 
unsurmountable barriers. 
Coolidge has occupied many positions. He has a long record 
of successes. 
He has a few outstanding achievements for bril­ 
liancy and courage. 
His is striving to help the people of this 
country and to keep the country free from international contro­ 
versies. He has business sense. He wants to make the burden of 
government as light as possible on the shoulders of the people.

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MONETARY PLEDGE 
OF CENTURIES AGO 


An archeological expedition sent out 
by the University of Pennsylvania dug 
up a clay tablet in the ruins of the 
ancient city of Nippur, Babylon, with 
an inscription upon it which, trans­ 
lated, reads as follows: 
“Thirty bushels of dates are due to 
Bel Nadin Shun, son of Marashu, by 
Bel Bullitsu and Slut Nabu Shu, sons 
cf Kirebti, and their tenants. 
In the 
month of Tashri (harvest month) of 
the thirty-fourth year of King A rtal- 
erxes I, they 
shall 
pay 
the dates, 
thirty bushels, according to the m eas­ 
ure of Bel Nadin Shun, in tho town 
of Bit Bnlntsu. 
Their field, cultivated 
and uncultivated, their fief estate, Is 
held as a pledge for the dates, namely, 
thirty bushels, by Bel Nadin Shun. An­ 
other creditor shall not have power 
over it.” 
This tablet was dated 430 B. C., or 
nearly 2,400 years ago. 
It may not he 
the oldest record extant of a mortgage, 
hut it illustrates very clearly that the 
mortgage was an accepted form of in­ 
vestment some 2,400 years ago.—D on­ 
ald Rea Hanson in Forum.

New York, Aug. 29.—Weakness of American tennis in doubles play was 
shown rather strikingly again when the English Wightman Cup team de­ 
feated the Americans for the second year in succession.

Ti has been no secret that Americans haven ’t developed their doubles 
play to the same degree of skill and efficiency that has been accomplished 
in singles competition and officials of the tennis asscxdation are frankly 


alarmed. 
As the weakness in doubles play among tile women players has resulted 
in the loss of the Wightman Cup, the same weakness among the men players 
may eventually cause the loss of the classic Davis Cup.
